Old Sol is coming through for us. As described below, some significant 
solar activity today which is already raising the flux into the mid-90's 
and could likely go higher than that by saturday. Geomagnetic A-index for 
saturday downrated from 20 to 12. That means quieter bands. So things 
are looking up for QRP TTF. 


I'm leaving tomorrow morning for Las Cruces/El Paso for QRPTTF, so this is 
my last chance to post the solar flux and A-index. Someone else on the 
list who gets the info might want to post the new solar flux and A-index 
values and the predictions for saturday. 


Enjoy QRPTTF. Remember, 40M is not really effected by the solar flux 

(only the geomagnetic storming), so all this solar stuff mostly paints the 
picture for 20, 15 and 10M. Listen to WWV at 10 and 15MHz periodically to 
see what signal levels (absorption), static levels and fading are occuring.

>LIMB NOTED BY SPACE-BASED SENSORS. 


A large coronal mass ejection (CME) will likely cause some strong 
geomagnetic disturbances. but not till after saturday. The energies related 
to a CME will also likely boost the solar flux up over the next couple of 
days, so by saturday, it could be hovering around 100 (even though they 
don't specifically forecast that just yet). 


>THE X-RAY BURST WAS ACCOMPANIED BY A 10.7CM 
>RADIO BURST OF 430 SFU, MAKING IT A TENFLARE, AND A TYPE IV SWEEP. 
>POST FLARE LOOPS WERE OBSERVED AS WELL. 


X-rays are very energetic (and very small wavelength) energy, usually 
coming from within the sun. As they travel outward, their wavelengths 
gets stretched, causing emissions in lower and lower frequencies. Here, 
it was noted that emissions were measured at 10.7cm ... now note that this 
is also the wavelength where solar flux is measured as well. The type IV 
sweep is energy spiraling along the sun's open field lines and the farther 
away from the sun it travels, the lower the frequencies of the "sweep." 
The lowest frequency is not mentioned, probably in the 100-400MHz range. 
This just means fairly energetic and the stuff that can cause an increase 
in the overall solar flux in the next couple of days. 


What CAN NOT be predicted is whether this new area on the SE limb will 


produce further activity. In our case ... we want some more flares. 
It will push the solar flux up into some good numbers ... of course we'll 
pay for it with a geomagnetic storm ... but what the heck, when it hits, 


we'll all be back at work after QRP TTF anyway. What do we care at this 
point? 


IB. SOLAR ACTIVITY FORECAST: SOLAR ACTIVITY IS EXPECTED TO BE LOW 
TO MODERATE. AN INCREASE IN ACTIVITY IS EXPECTED WITH THE RETURN OF 
REGION 8190, ESPECIALLY IN LIGHT OF TODAY'S ACTIVITY.

I don't know what caused this. Will have to check. Sounds like a SID 
(Sudden Ionospheric Disturbance) caused by something a couple of days ago. 
It is NOT from today's CME as particle radiation (i.e., the solar wind) 
doesn't travel from the sun to the earth that fast. 


IIB. GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY FORECAST: THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD IS 
EXPECTED TO BE MOSTLY UNSETTLED FOR THE NEXT 24 HOURS AT MID

Greetings Gang; 
I got a query about whether one could mod the KnightSMiTe to 


transmit in the lower sideband. (i.e. below the receive frequency. This 
is desirable if one wishes to check into a sideband net (as an emergency 


appliance). 


The answer was yes, and the solution should appeal to us all. I sure 
wish I'd figured this out before I decided to release it for production 


=) 


The mod £ix tunes the transmitter on the KL Net frequency... The TX 
no longer moves with the tuning of the RIT control capacitor. The RIT 
function remains unchanged and the result is a RX/ TX offset that's user 
selectable. On two units tested, I was able to achieve nearly a KHz 
offset. This means that you'll be able to call CQ and hear stations that 
zero your carrier when responding. 


To achieve this result do the following: 


Remove diode D2 and connect an N-channel J-FET (J309 or equivalent) as 
follows: 
Source - Connect to pad where the cathode of D2 
was connected. 
(This is also connected to the 
pad where the rig is keyed) 


Gate - Connect to any convenient ground 
reference. (I choose the bottom 
of C3 and R2) 

Drain - Connect to the junction of Y1 and C1. 


(I found the top of C1 most 
convenient for me. 


How it works: 


The gate of the N-channel J-FET is negative with respect to the 
source during receive and thus the channel (drain to source path) is 
pinched off which presents an extremely high resistance (and considerably 
less capacitance than a 1N914 diode) and is effectively an open circuit. 
As such it has no effect on the oscillator tuning network (C1 and L1 in 
series) to which it is connected and C1 permits tuning of the oscillator 
frequency during receive. 


When the rig is keyed, the source is grounded placing the gate and 
source at the same potential ( zero volts). The drain to source 
resistance of the FET is minimum under this bias condition effectively 
connecting the bottom of the crystal Y1 to ground by short circuiting 
(and thus disabling) the oscillator tuning network (C1 and L1). 


The result allows the crystal to operate at (or very near) its 
marked series resonant 


frequency during transmit and the tuning network serves as a true RIT. 


For best performance, adjust the receive frequency as high as 
possible for maximum TX/RX offset which will result in a receive tone of 
several hundred Hertz.

I have 2 ways of finding out if the solder joint is gong bad and needs 
touchup: 


1% First is when I hear noise levels (and weak signals) with varying 
signal strength that grows and weakens with acceleration or breaking of 
my pick-em-up. For example, signals only peak by a few S units or even 
3Db when braking, which is when the solder joint may be under 
compression, depending on its orientation (alternately when accelerating 
if orientation is other way). 


2. When Condition 1 above is SUSPECTED, I take the sticks to the 
workbench and put them in the vice. Then, with an allegator clipped ohm 
meter lead to the top stinger and with another clipped lead to the 
botton 3/8-24 thread joint, I "strum" the hamstick to vibrate it. 


A weakened joint always shows up with the ohmmeter needle bounce. It's 
possible to identify a top joint, or a bottom solder joint failure by 
strumming the approporiate part of the antenna, and watch for the 
vibrating open circuit. 


Then it's time to pull off the shrink wrap and resolder the identified 
connection. 


If none of this works, I'd attribute to short term QSB. But if it 
persists for a couple of mobile operations, it's probably hamstick 
repair time again. Even with this minor annouance, you can't beat the 
performance of these $19. gems.

The rig works just fine going through my tuner in bypass mode to 
a multi band vertical. The SWR is perfect on the antenna. No problem 
yet. 


As soon as I put my WM-1 in line, between the 1330 and tuner, the SWR 
skyrockets and the rig sounds like a dog when you step on his foot 
when keying down and I cant get a good match with the tuner at all. 


My first though was that I had goofed up the connections somewhere 
but there is no problem Using my S&S ARK-30 or Emtech 30 meter rig 
hooked up the same way. 

I cant figure out what the WM-1 could do to cause the SWR to flip 
out like this on one rig but not another. I dont think it could be 
the wattmeter causing the problem as it works perfectly with all 
of my other rigs. 


There must be a problem with the 1330. Everything else checks out. 


Has anyone else had a problem like this with the Ten Tec 1330?? If 
so, is there a £ix that can solve the problem.

Several of us have contacted the ARRL explaining the QRPTTF theme and 
inquiring into what annotation on a QSL card is required for it to count as 
two states for the ARRL WAS purposes. In short, they said "you can't do 
that." (See ARRL response below). So evidently, indicating two different 
states from a "border" operation on a single QSL card isn't allowed under 
the rigid rules of the ARRL for some obscure reason. 


FOR QRP TTF QSL'ing purposes ... if you work a border stations during 
QRP TTF you need ... I recommend sending the station a SASE requesting a 
QSL card AND SPECIFYING THE STATE YOU NEED QSL'd. For example, say you 
work WA5WHN at the 4-corners (NM/CO/UT/AZ) and need Utah. Then QSL to 
WA5WHN and request the QSL from Utah. If you need BOTH Utah and New 
Mexico, then request BOTH UT and NM QSL's. 


Likewise, stations issuing QSL cards from a border state not printed on 
their QSL must clearly write "Mobile Arizona" or "Portable Utah" to 
conform to the rules for portable operation as outlined on the ARRL web 


page for WAS. 


At last count, Joe AB7TT has 44 confirmed states participating in the 

QRP TTF and obviously a great opportunity to pick up a couple of states 
you may need for WAS. So for proper credit, one QSL for each state. 

For that matter, wouldn't it be neat to get WAS, all from April 25th 
alone? That would trip the breakers in Newington. In fact, I hereby 
declare I will hand prepare a WAS certificate, donate a prize or whatever 
to anyone that gets WAS exclusively from this QRP TTF.

All, 

I wasn't going to post this until Chuck had got my code onto the FTP 
site but the recent QRP-L thread re reading CW in the head makes it 
relevant. GQRP folks - I haven't found a UK ftp home for this project - 
I was hoping to have my own site but that will be a while yet so if 
anyone thinks this is worth hosting and has space pls let me know. 


Below are details of ther CW tutor I have built. I am now looking to 
extend this for improvers and to actually teach reading in the head skill 
I want it to be able to send callsigns, words and even phrases (eg ‘ant 
is dipole, wx is sunny wid temp 21C). Dunno whether this will be 

possible with the H/W I've chosen or whether I have time or skill but 
let's imagine! So if I design my new one as a CW improvers tutor and have 
to have say 4 fixed speeds what do you reckon (20, 25, 30, 35 look abt 
right?). Do I need to change the weight and gapping as I get faster? 

Be interested in any design tips and ideas. Hopefully I can interface the 
PIC with 8K bytes ram so will get as 1500 or so words/calls which will be 
randomly selected - building actual sample QSOs is going to be too much 

I think. 


Anyway here are details of my current finished project 


A while ago I stumbled across David Finleys page 

http: //griffy.nmt.edu/sara/sara/finley.morse.html 

describing the Koch method for learning Morse. This seemed to me to 
be a very good way of implanting the dits'n'dahs in the brain. (The 
Koch method is to send CW at full speed with correct gapping and 
Spacing but initially only send a stream consisting of 2 different 
chars. Once discrimination of these has been achieved at or around 
100% then a third char can be added and so on. This means that the 
code rhythm is only learned once and character recognition is a 
reflex as opposed to cognitive process (thus overcoming the dreaded 
8-10 wpm ‘'wall')) 


David gives details of how to implement this using SuperMorse on a PC 


but I wanted a portable tutor to regain my speed - so I built one. 


I've given a couple of talks to local clubs and there's quite a bit of 
interest so want to get this out on the web in case a) others are 
interested in building and b) anyone has got any ideas/mods etc so we 
can turn this into a really useful CW tutor. 


Chuck Adams has offered to host this on the qrp-l FTP site but in the 
interim if anyone is interested e-mail me and I'll send the source code 
and schematic/stripboard layout. You would need to be able to blow the 
PIC yourself 

but it is trivial to build a simple PIC blower(search for Ludipipo 

on the web)- and the 16C84 is EEPROM so you can reuse for another project 
if you don't like mine! If there is interest in the project I guess I 
could provide blown PICs and PCB layout. 


>From the README: 


Hardware required - a PIC 16C84 (or 16F84) microcontroller, 

a 16*2 (or 16*1) Hitachi HD44780 driven LCD, 7805 voltage reg, 

4 push to make momentary switches,and a couple of caps and resistors. 

No PCB layout is given - can readily be made on protoboard or stripboard. 


Features: 


2 char speeds - 15wpm and 20 wpm 
adjustable number of characters sent per session 
random length groups of randomly selected character (3-8 chars per group) 
characters,numbers and prosigns mixed 
(uses order suggested by David Finley - means don't learn all chars 
before nums) 
bias in favour of the latest char to be learned (approx 20% 
ability to view or resend session just sent 
Settings remembered at power-off 
One key jump to start menu from anywhere 
(ie can start a new session quickly if ‘lost' in the current one) 
Runs off 9v PP3 battery or 12v 
Can be built pocket size 
Compile time selectable US test, UK test or SuperMorse CW character sets 
Compile time selectable 16*2 or 16*1 LCD size 
Will run on other size LCD (sits in the corner on a 402!) 
Documented source code supplied so can be tailored 


PIC16C84 are as cheap as 2 pounds (3 dollars) in the UK but the LCDs are 
14 pounds in Maplins and 14 dollars in Mouser so are the most expensive 
part - but I have picked 16*1 and 16*2 at UK Ham rallies for 1 pound and 
at Minneappolis Hamvention last year someone was selling 40*2 ones for 
one dollar each!

>What I've learned, though, is that without a sturdy vice and >possibly 
tools 

>like a bench grinder, plus a place to paint/sand/etc., I probably >won't 
be able to finish my paddles myself. 


Whoa.... not exactly a project requiring a master metal shop! 
Nor a master machinist! ! 


First, a grinder is not needed -- 3-4 hours of elbow grease is, however. I 
don't own a vice, but I held the base stable with one hand and used a file 
to knock down the hardstuff. Then I sanded mine with emorypaper (some 220, 
some 420 and some 620). Place the emorypaper ona hard flat surface (I 
used both a counter top and a table top at different times) and then 
rotated the base in a circular motion. For hours! It finally got very 
smooth, and by using something flat to sand against, I ended up without 
dips or gouges in the keyer base. Similar efforts will work on the brass, 
but I recomment you use only the finest grit (others, like Doug, used rouge 
and buffed the brass for another 4-5 hours). After I got the base smooth, 
I had it chromed. But if you want a paint finish, rig up a little paint 
Space using a cardboard box open on one end. The key bases goes inside the 
box and you spray paint down into the box, coating the base with several 


very light coats. The box keeps most of the aerosol paint contained. (Put 
papers on the floor opr table around the box, etc). I usually do my 
spraying outside where it's warmer and where the paint smell dissipates. 
Just primer the project with a couple of light coats. Then lightly apply 
the enamel top coats. Slowly, feather light. And when it's glossy enough 
-- declare victory and install hardware. 


PS, I'd recommend you put some old screws into the threaded holes while 
painting so they don't fill up with paint. 


Your key won't necessarily end up looking like it came from Tiffany's -- 
but it'll be YOUR key. 


This is not intended as a flame...good luck and happy sanding!

Another trick that has been described (but which I have not tried) is to remove 
the jacket and shield from a quarter wavelength of coax (not just peeling it 
back), leaving the center conductor (with or without its plastic core) as 
one-half of a dipole. Then measure back a quarter wavelength along the coax 
from the point where the shield was removed, and place a number of ferrite 
beads (high mu?) at that point. The beads effectively isolate the remainder of 
the coax and allow the quarter wavelength section to act as the second half of 
the dipole. 


Another idea is to use a half-wavelength (unbroken) wire and to end feed it. 
MFJ sells an LC tuner designed for end-fed or random length antennas. Or one 
could easily make one.

Just 
goes to show that weird things happen with electricity. 

We had one outlet in our computer lab that kept blowing one of the 
circuit breakers very intermittently for the last couple of weeks. We 


would reset the circuit breaker and it would be alright. There were a 
number of computers hooked up to outlet strips and one little emergency 
power light. We had surmised that the computer load on the AC line was 
nearing the current limit or that we may have had a bad circuit breaker. 


What really happened is something else! 


Check out what happened when a penny fell off the back of a table 
in our computer lab.

Not to be a stickler, but this would be cheating. Few, if any, of the 
> border operations are actually going to be in all the states whose 
> borders they are near. 


Discussions on QRP-L have made it abundantly clear that the ARRL will NOT 
accept these "Border Operations" QSOs for WAS credit; my concern is that 
QRP operators will get a "black eye" when QSL cards start showing up 

at the ARRL for WAS. 


I disagree with both of the above statements. First of all, ARRL has NOT made 
it "abundantly clear" that border operations are not acceptable. They have 
only said they will not give you credit for multiple states on one card. 
Unfortunately, they refuse to accept the fact that you can operate 
simultaneously from more than one geographical location thus forcing us to 
provide multiple QSL's to those who may need it. For those just wanting some 
interesting wallpaper, one card which shows the multiple locations will 
suffice. 


As to the "cheating" question, well you can always cheat and in a great many 
ways. You are forever at the mercy of the other station in special situations 
like this, and we just have to accept what they say is true. Did the other 
station REALLY copy your report to him? If not, your qso is no good. I'll 
bet you have several "confirmed" QSO's where they exchange was really screwed 
up. The county hunters operate from county lines all the time. I can't swear 
they were really where they said they were, but I accept it. ETC, ETC. If 
you KNOW it's wrong, then don't count it. If you have no good reason to doubt 


it, why would you? 


So, can you operate from more that one state at one time? Approximately 40 
years ago (I think around 1958) I participated in what may have been the first 
(or maybe second) venture to the 4 Corners operating site. A group of us from 
Albuquerque (I was K5HZC at that time), operated from the exact location where 
the 4 states (Utah, New Mexico, Colorado, and Arizona) come together at a 
common point--the only such point in the U.S. We operated as "portable 507" 
designating all the call areas represented. Prior to making the trip, we 
specifically asked ARRL what determined your actual location. Their 
answer--where your antenna is located. So, we put up a vertical antenna 
directly on top of the monument at 4 Corners which denotes the point common to 
all 4 states. Additionally, we had guy wires and radials running off into 
each state. I don't think there was any question that our antenna was 
physically located in all 4 states simultaneously. We could have just as 
easily put the radio on top of the monument, but they said it was "the 
antenna". Of course, ARRL wouldn't let us count contacts as being a 4 bagger 
back then either. At least they are consistent. But, as best as I remember, 
we were able to confirm ANY of the 4 states a station might want for WAS. 

This "expedition" was memorialized in QST for anyone who wants to scan their 
old issues. 


This year's theme is to make it fun for those who want to take the time and go 
find a border. If you don't feel right about claiming credit for a contact, 
don't do it. But why boycott? Get in there and work as many stations as you 
can, stick pins in a map, and have a good time!

Here's the string of capacitances 
redrawn. They're still kinda messy because there's so many. I'm assuming the 
varicap diode is 50pf. And I'm assuming that C7 (which is selected to get the 
VFO on the right frequency) is 68pf. Use courier font (or something else that's 
not proportionally spaced) to see the ascii circuit:

So let's do the math now. Start at the end, working out the series combination 
of C2 and C3: 10*47/(10+47) = 8.25pf..... we'll call this "Ca" 
Do the same with C8 and D1: 82*50/(824+50) = 31.06pf...... call this "Cb" 


Do the same with C4 and C5: 2700*«2700/ (2700+2700)=1350pf...call this "Cc" 
Now we'll add Ca, Cb, and Cc together since they're all in parallel: 

8.25 + 31.06 + 1350 = 1389.31pf 

Now this capacitance is in series with C6, so let's combine the two: 

1389 .31*3300/ (1389.31+3300) = 977.70pf..... call this "Cd" 

Let's work out the series combination of C9 and C10:

To finish off, we've got C7, Ce, and Cd all in parallel, so we add 
68 + 9.64 + 977.7 = 1055.34pf 

This is the capacitance that resonantes with L1, so we can work out 
the resonant frequency: 

F = 1/(2*PI*SQRT(2.5e-6 * 1055.34e-12) = 3.0985 MHz. Pretty close.

>3. How would I go about calculating the efficiency (Pout / Pin) for the 
>oscillator circuit? 


May I suggest that this isn't the kind of circuit where efficiency is 
important. Its not a power oscillator. The two loads (U1 mixer and U5 mixer) 
are both pretty high impedance and don't draw significant power from 
this VFO. 

And the DC power drawn by the VFO is a very small fraction 
of total transmitter power. 
According to Dave's DC voltage chart, emitter voltage is 2.5v DC. That's 
across the emitter resistor (R17) of 2.2k. So the VFO draws 1.14mA DC 
current from the supply. That's still a fraction of the 16mA receiver 
current. 

So you might think, "why can't we draw more power from the VFO, 
so that we don't need as much gain in the transmitter chain?". There's a 
good reason: U5 (the transmit mixer) can't handle big signals. It sets the 
limit on how much 7MHz. energy is available.

Joel and the group - - 


Yes, what you're describing is really a sleeve dipole, the folded back 
section of shield forming the "return" leg of the dipole. This really 
works. Let me tell you about one case. 


Back about 1978, when I was chief engineer for a 100kW FM broadcast 
station, we had a failure of our 3-1/8" air dielectric heliax. It arced 
over, and burned to the point that it was unusable. Having no spare 
antenna or feedline installed on the tower, we were off the air. This 
occured around noon on a Thursday. My good friend KOCX and I got to 
scratching our heads over a couple of cold 807's that evening, and decided 
that we could build a sleeve dipole that would get us back on the air at 
least at low power until replacement coax could be acquired. 

Friday I procured about 30' of 7/8" foam heliax, and a piece of about 1-1/8" 
copper tubing. We cut and removed a section of the outer shield about 1/4 
wavelength long, and stripped the outer vinyl jacket back a coule inches. 
Then we took a piece of the copper tubing about 1/4 wavelength long, 
slotted one end, and slid it down over the jacket of the heliax, 

attaching it to the bare shield with a hose clamp. We suspended it about 
15 or so feet off the ground, and fed the output of our 10 Watt exciter 
into it through my HeathKit SWR bridge so we could tweak it a bit. When it 
was as close as we could get it, we VERY carefully turned up the wick to 
low power, about 5 kW. We had quite a bit of mismatch, because we made a 
coupling to connect the 7/8" to the 3-1/8" heliax, but we were back on 

the air. We had so much RF floating around the shack that we melted the 


insulation on the telephone cable coming into the building, and neither of 
us has to worry about birth control any more. 


This kept us on the air for almost a month, covering our prime coverage 
area, but nothing out on the fringe. 


If neither of had been hams, we probably never would have attempted this. 
Ham ingenuity to the rescue!! 


One thing to watch out for, although it won't be a big deal at QRP levels, 
is to keep the folded back sleeve insulated from the shield of the coax, as 
this point will have a very high voltage present. 

Oh, well, back to your regularly scheduled badger hunt .

There may be some confusion here, so let me mention one thing. 


For the 40M version, the low VFO frequency will be 3.Q0Q000MHz or close 
depending upon the 35KHz range you want to cover. 


For the 30M version, the low VFO frequency will be 10.100MHz-7.68MHz 
or 2.42MHz. 7.68MHz being the IF frequency.

Transmit Frequency = VFO frequency + Crystal Frequency at mixer

If, after completion of the VFO and a measurement is made, you are 
slightly above these frequencies then you may proceed on to the next 
section. Being on the high side of the desired VFO frequency is good as 
later you can lower it by doing two things. 1. Using one of the extra 
caps that Dave Benson supplies to lower the frequency and/or 2. by 
squeezing the turns of the toroid together. Number 1 is the preferred 
method by me if you have wound the toroid evenly. Oh, this is the 

C7 cap we are talking about here. 


Sqeezing the toroid turns together raises the distributed capacitance 
thus adding parallel capacitance in the circuit and lowering the 
resonant frequency of the VFO. But it also, at least in the way 

that I do it, means that the turns may move thus giving a slightly 
mechanically ‘unstable’ positioning. This can be fixed with the 
application of a coat of clear fingernail polish later after 
everthing else has been checked and working. 


Some will ask what "slight above" means number wise? I didn't 

take the time to see just how far you can move the frequency, but 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 20 or more KHz is what I typically 
find, maybe as much as 60. It would make an interesting experiment 
and an article for someone to thoroughly investigate. There are a 
large number of variables involved. 


The pace at which each builder is going is dependent upon how 
comfortable they feel with their building skills and success so far. 
Discussion details of the operation of each component is not needed 
but Mike and the group are bringing up discussions as questions 
arise and time permits. Hope this helps. I personally don't have 
a feel from the builders just how fast they want to go. Until they 
in mass ask for a speedup I see the pace being rather methodical. 
Better to go slow and do a good job than to rush and cause some 
builders problems and anxiety. The range of experience levels is 
large.

The international part has more to do with aviation technology (for 
example) being largely being developed in the English speaking 
world, so English is the official language of air traffic control 
around the world, also international communications such as 
telephone operators, and to a lesser extent ham radio (g). 


We talk about Morse being a universal language, and I do that myself 
to support the notion that it is the only way to guarantee that two 
people who don't share a language can communicate through ham radio. 
An important (an often overlooked) reason for retaining CW as a 
viable mode. 


But in fact Morse is not a language at all, it is just a 

code used to represent characters and symbols. What makes it 
universally understandable is that so much of the message CONTENT is 
itself universally understood codes like wx, temp, QTH (and all the 
other Q signals), rig, op, etc. etc. 


Although those critical little words and expressions originated in 
English (many of the Q codes are mnemonic) they have no English 
meaning at all to many foreign operators, who when they hear them 
hear them as codes meaning something in their own language. 

In other words, Morse expressions have meaning which transcends 
language barriers, while spoken language often IMPOSES barriers.

After initial contact 
is made, the parties move off to a simplex freq for the qso. 


The 1750 hz tone is universal. It serves as the equivalent of a PL tone to 
open up the machine. European HT's can duplicate the tone. Don't know about 
HT's for the American market. If your HT cant generate the tone, many people 
claim to be able to open up the machine by whistling on the proper freq. 


Also, Europeans refer to their repeater freqs by "channel number" Each freq 
pair is assigned a different number. Dont have the list. 


> In other words, Can we Yanks take out HT's and use them in the UK? 


Yes if you have a license. Be careful about frequency assignments though. I 
remember visiting an unnamed foreign country and listening to a repeater on 
146.88 (?). I tried to get in but did not have any luck. Really 
strange...sounded like commercial traffic also. Turned out that the amateur 
band was 144-146 Mhz. I was trying to talk to the local trucking company ona 
commercial frequency. 


Only happenned once. I was gone by the time the local authorities could have 
come looking for me.

European repeaters do not (not yet) use subaudible tones for activation. 
You have to transmit a 1750Hz tone burst to open the repeater before you 
can talk. Usually 1 Second is sufficient. After that the repeater stays 
open for a couple of seconds after you stop transmitting so that somebody 
can respond to your call without having to open the repeater again. 


Well, I am from Germany and live in the States now. I bought my HT with the 
1750Hz tone in mind though. I have a FT50RD form Yaesu and you can program 
the "Monitor" button to transmit the 1750Hz tone. Even my $88 Alinco 
(DJ-S11) can do that. You should check you Manual.

If your HT hasn't got the 1750 tone burst Kanga, UK, sells a small kit 
which I used with great success the last time I visited the UK. I hada 
RS HTX202 which does not have the 1750 tone so I built the Kanga kit in 
a small box with a battery and press switch and a jack plug to fit the 
external mike socket on the HTX 202. I had to plug in the unit and 
press a switch at the same time as I keyed the HT in order to bring up 
the repeaters but, once, up you don't need the tone if you don't let the 
repeaters carrier drop. 


On another visit one of my young sons was able to whistle up the 
repeater reliably. 


You can also tail end a transmission while the repeater is up if you 
don't have the tone.
